At the height of the 
attack the patient at first smiled, and 
then laughed aloud without other sign 
of merriment Tbe entire attack occu- 
pied about two minutes. On two occa- 
sions tbera was protracted loss of con- 
sciousness.—•Popular Science News.

Ia tlie Czar's Country There Are 


Journals \VItU Odd Xftraeft. 


Newspapers printed iu the Russian 


language are not circulated nor read 
generally in the United States, and any 
one who has ever made even a cursory 
examination of a Russian new-paper 
printed in Sussiau characters can see at 
a glance why, as far as this country ia 
concerned, they do not "fill a long felt 
want." 


In the naming of Russian newspapers 


such journalistic titles as Sun, Gazette, 
Press, Observer, Star, Courier, Bulletin, 
Advertiser and Eagle do not prevail, 
but in place of these more descriptive 
titles are used. The humorous newspa- 
per of St. Petersburg is called The 
Weekly Sehnt, or, translated, The Fool. 
The medical journal of St. Petersburg, 
published under authority of tbe war 
office, is The Russian Invalid. The offi- 
cial morning newspaper of Moscow is 
The Viedoinosti Gorodskoa Politsii, oth- 
erise The Police Gazette. The Russian 
newspaper best known in this country 
' ia the daily Novoye Vremya, or The 
New Times, of St. Petersburg. 


One of tho illustrated St. Petersburg 


weeklies is called The Neva, after the 
river which flows through that capital, 
and two weekly newspapers longest es- 
tablished iu the city of Moscow are The 
Boudilnik aud The Krougozor, other- 
wise The Alanuer and The Horizon. 
For some reason which is not very clear 
the 
word 
''wiedomosti," 
moaning 


"news," is popular as a newspaper de- 
signation iu the city of .Moscow. There 
are four daily newspapers iu Moscow 
having this title—Tbe Russian News, 
Modern News, Moscow News and Old 
News. Tho Old News is maintained for 
tbe repablicaticn of articles from other 
newspapers. There are perhaps some 
newspapers iu iha United States worthy 
of being called The Old News, but it is 
certain that there is '110 newspaper iu 
the United States which formally arid 
voluntarily would assume that title. 


The official newspaper of Warsaw is 


tbe Warsaw Police Gazette, and the 
word "gazette" (gazeta) ia as popular 
with Warsaw editors us tho word 
"news" is in Moscow. There ma tho 
Warsaw Police Gazette, the Warsaw 
Polish Gazette, thj> Warsaw Gazette, 
the Warsaw German Gazette and the 
Warsaw Gazette Courier. The Gazette 
Courier makes a specialty of telegraphic 
information, aud is not therefore prop- 
erly speaking a gazette courier, whose 
title conies from tho days of niailcoaches 
and newspaper deliveries by messen- 
gers on horseback.—New York Sun.

Something About Furtridge*. 


Among the habits of the partridge 


One is that when a covey is roasting on 
the ground, with their tails bunched to- 
gether in a circle, the bunch is sur- 
mounted by a line of watchful heads, 
like sentinels oa duty. Another is that 
they run the instant the ground is 
touched after a "0nsh," the dogs often 
trailing them in rabbit hunting fashion. 
Their sense of smell is evidently very 
acute, for during the nesting season, if 
the eggs, which number from 10 to 20, 
are disturbed in any way or a hand eveii 
inserted in the nest, it will be immedi- 
ately deserted aud a new one built. A 
short time previous to the nesting the 
males are often involved in desperate 
combats for the choice of mates, who 
stand by and quietly watch (ho encoun- 
ter, seeming not to cure winch one be- 
comes the victor. The incubation is 
performed entirely by the female, the 
male, when not feeding, often bt'iag 
perched on some slight elevation, en- 
couraging her by his mellow toned call 
of "bobwhite." 
Two and sometimes 


throe broods of young are reared during 
a season, the nesting beginning as early 
as May 1. Later in the fall the. broods 
of young occasionally join forces, bnt 
whether from a want of company or for 
protection is not known. 


When feeding, the birds are some- 


times scattered several yards apart, bnt 
at the first sigu of danger an alarm is 
given, aud they immediately "bunch," 
with the.ir heads placed close together, 
as if iu consultation. The first shot into 
a covey will of teu cause them to break 
and fly hi al! directions, and if not dis- 
turbed again for several minutes "scat- 
ter calls" will be heard on every side. 
These are made to collect the remain! us; 
birds, who again bunch. Many of tho 
market gunners seem to have no qualms 
of conscience and very often kill with- 
out hesitation an entire covey, when ut 
least one or two pairs of 'birds should 
be left for breeders.—Baltimore Sun.

He stated that on Friday 
night te and a man named James 
Maywhoor left fcr Sidney with his 
horse and wagon about 9 o'clock in 
the evening; that the horse they 
were driving took sick and they 
camped near Wapakoueta, and re- 
turned here early Saturday morning, 
and that they bought some chickens 
on the way back "and sold them to 
Thomas & Son. 


At 5 o'clock last evening the court 


was adjourned until 9 o'clock this 
morning, and this morning the hear- 
ing was again continued until this 
afternoon on account of the failure 
of Theo. Settlemire, one of 
the 


State's witnesses, to appear. . 


After the continuance of the ease 


this morning Chief Bel!, detective 
Eoney, attorney Klatte and Shaffer 
took a carriage and a team and 
started in search of tbe place where 
Shaffer claimed to have camped and 
purchased the chickens. 
SbafCer was 


eiveu the lines and he headed the 
team south on the Wapakonetaroad. 
When near the Auglaize county In- 
firmarf he pointed out the place 
where he and Maywhoor claimed to 
have camped, and alterwatds drove 
to the placs where they get the 
chickens.

establish an alibi and his dismissal 
will be the outcome ot the prelimi- 
nary bearing. 
Steinman 
was arraigned before 


Justice Atmur and a plea of not 
guilty was entered to the charge 
against him. His case will probably 
reash a preliminary hearing to-mor- 
row.
